The  following  details  of  the  report  for  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1937,  are  of  interest.  Number  of  pupils,  13;  percent- 
age of  attendance,  90;  cases  of  tardiness,  10;  visits  of  super- 
intendent, 13;  visits  of  nurse,  10;  pupils  transported,  4. 

The  number  of  pupils  registered  this  year  is  13-  Two  are 
non-residents.  The  school  is  efficiently  taught  and  directed 
by  Almee  W.  Morrill. 

The  jihysical  examination  of  last  }ear  indicated  these 
defects:  dental,  7;  diseased  tonsils,  1;  defects  of  breathing, 
l;of  speech,  1.  Four  corrections  of  dental  defects  and  one 
correction  of  vision  were  reported.
